Bikers aren’t the only ones making noise 
about a motorqtcle bylaw — and in gen¬ 
eral. 

“One thing we need to do is look at 
expanding it to include other noisy vehi¬ 
cles,” said Conn. Amarjeet Sohi. “We 
need to expand beyond motorcycles... 
and include all vehicles that make exces¬ 
sive noise.” 

Janine McCue, who has been operating 
her motorcycle on Edmonton streets for 
two years, agrees. 

“(It’s a) terrible law,” said the 24-year- 
old. “It shouldn’t be just bikes.” 

An update on the effectiveness of the 
city’s motorcycle-noise bylaw will be be¬ 
fore council’s community services com¬ 
mittee on Monday. 

Conn. Bryan Anderson expects the 
ticket belonging to Stuart Young, which 
was quashed last month after a judge 
deemed the methods used to test his bike 
were unscientific, to be brought up 
during the discussions.

Despite the rerouted traf¬ 
fic and soggy basements, 
Edmonton hasn’t been 
flooded with water-main 
breaks this winter. 

The decreasing number 
of breaks is thanks to Ep- 
cor’s program to replace 
aging cast-iron lines — a 
project that will be accel¬ 
erated this year. 

“Starting in 2011 the 
program will be accelerat¬ 
ed to match the neigh¬ 
bourhood improvement 


(program),” said Epcor 
spokesperson Tim le 
Riche. 

Back in 1985, there 
were 1,600 water-main 
breaks. 

“We embarked at that 
time on a cast-main re¬ 
placement program for 
$10 million to $20 million 
per year to reduce that 
number,” said le Riche. 

So far, 500 kilometres 
of the original 1,200 kilo¬ 
metres of cast-iron water 
lines have been replaced 
— and there were only 
332 breaks last year. 

Currently, crews are 


working on a water-main 
repair on 109 Street be¬ 
tween 100 Avenue and 
Jasper Avenue — repairs 
that have closed the busy 
stretch down to one lane 
for more than a week. 

“Lately we have had a 
bad run,” said le Riche. 

“It just seems like a 
whole bunch of them 
came all at once (and) 
some of them were bigger 
than normal.”

The old adage that variety 
is the spice of life falls on 
deaf ears when it comes to 
speed dating, a new study 
out of the U.K. shows. 

In the March edition 
of the journal Biology Let¬ 
ters, researchers found 
that speed dating rarely 
leads to successful dating 
connections. 

They found speed dat¬ 
ing presents too many un¬ 
natural choices, leading 
people to avoid making de¬ 
cisions or, more often than 
not, leaving such an event 
single.

They came to their con¬ 
clusions after analyzing 


decisions made by 1,870 
male and 1,868 female par¬ 
ticipants in more than 80 
commercially run speed¬ 
dating events. At each 
event, participants met 


members of the opposite 
sex on three-minute dates. 
They reported their deci¬ 
sions within 48 hours. 

As the number of op¬ 
tions increased, the re¬ 


searchers found, the num¬ 
ber of matches decreased. 
The majority of the partici¬ 
pants left the speed-dating 
events single.

Fewer teens having sex: Survey 


''Some guys, at the end of the day, 
they’d rather channel their energy into 
music, playing their guitar or playing 
computer games.”

Fewer teens and young 
adults are having sex, a U.S. 
government survey shows, 
and theories abound for 
why they’re doing it less. 

Experts say this genera¬ 
tion may be more cautious 
than their predecessors, 
more aware of sexually 
spread diseases. Or per¬ 
haps emphasis on absti¬ 
nence in the past decade 
has had some influence. 

Or maybe they’re just 
too busy. “It’s not even on 
my radar,” said 17-year-old 
Abbey King of Hinsdale, Ill., 
a competitive swimmer 


who starts her day at 5 a.m. 
and falls into bed at 10:30 
p.m. after swimming, 
school, weightlifting, run¬ 
ning, more swimming, 
homework and a volunteer 
gig working with service 
dogs for the disabled. 

The study, released 
Thursday, is based on inter¬ 
views of about 5,300 young 


people, ages 15 to 24. It 
shows the proportion in 
that age group who said 
they’d never had oral, vagi¬ 
nal or anal sex rose in the 
past decade from 22 per 
cent to about 28 per cent. 

The findings are sure to 
surprise some parents 
who see skin and lust in 
the media and worry that 


sex is rampant. 

“Many parents and 
adults look at teens and 
sex and see nothing but a 
blur of bare midriff's. They 
think things are terrible 
and getting worse,” said 
Bill Albert, chief program 
officer for the National 
Campaign to Prevent Teen 
and Unplanned Pregnancy. 

There are other surveys 
of sexual behaviour, but 
this is considered the 
largest and most reliable. 
“It’s the gold standard,” Al¬ 
bert said.

and seize assets of 
despots and members of 
corrupt regimes upon of¬ 
ficial request.

Canadians do not appear 
to be convinced the reces¬ 
sion is over. 

While Statistics Canada 
has long declared the re¬ 
cession dead, a new survey 
by The Canadian Press Har- 
ris-Decima has 59 per cent 
of respondents saying 
we’re still in it.

The survey of 1,016

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Libyans held in 
Gadhafi’s grip 

O People are living in fear of the country’s dictator and his supporters 
O Some are calling for outside help O Number of deaths not known 


The mourning tent was set 
up in Tripoli’s Fashloum 
neighbourhood Thursday 
to receive grieving friends 
and neighbours of a 56- 
year-old man shot to death 
by Moammar Gadhafi’s 
militiamen a week ago. No 
one dared show up. Paying 
condolences to a slain pro¬ 
tester is dangerous in the 
Libyan capital. 

A wave of arrests, 
killings and disappear¬ 
ances has terrorized 
Tripoli in a deadly crack¬ 
down by Gadhafi’s regime 
as his opponents try to or¬ 
ganize new protests Friday. 

Bodies of people who 
vanished have been 
dumped in the street. Gun¬ 
men in SUVs have descend¬ 
ed on homes in the night 


to drag away suspected 
protesters, identified by 
video footage of protests 
that militiamen have 
pored through to spot 
faces. 

Other militiamen have 
searched hospitals for 
wounded to take away. 

Residents say they are 
under the watchful eyes of 
a variety of Gadhafi mili¬ 
tias prowling the streets. 
They go under numerous 
names — Internal Securi¬ 
ty, the Gentral Support 
Force, the People’s Force, 
the People’s Guards and 
the Brigade of Mohammed 
al-Magarif, the head of 
Gadhafi’s personal guard 
— and they are all search¬ 
ing for suspected protest¬ 
ers.

“While you are speak¬ 
ing to me now, there are 
spies eveiywhere and peo¬

The capital is crucial to 
the Libyan leader, his 
strongest remaining bas¬ 
tion after the uprising that 
began on Feb. 15 broke the

the west near Tripoli. 

The clampdown in 
Tripoli has left some yearn¬ 
ing for outside help. One 
21-year-old in Zawiyat al- 
Dahman said residents 
were hoping for manpow¬ 
er to come from the oppo¬ 
sition-held east. 

A Libyan writer in his 
70s said he rejects “foreign 
intervention” in Libya’s 
upheaval — but wouldn’t 
mind a “a powerful strike” 
on Gadhafi’s headquarters 
to stop further bloodshed. 

“There must be some 
sort of action as soon as 
possible. Time is running 
and Libyans can’t wait any 
longer,” the writer said.

None would speak on 
the record for fear of retri¬ 
bution. It’s a well-ground¬ 
ed concern given the 
treatment of a senior gov¬ 
ernment scientist who 
was fired in 2006 after re¬ 
belling against a directive 
to use “Canada’s New Gov¬ 
ernment” in government 


communications. 

Andrew Okulitch was 
subsequently reinstated 
after his story went pub¬ 
lic, and the Conservatives 
finally retired the “Cana¬ 
da’s New Government” 
handle after 21 months in 
office. 

The “Harper 
Government” moniker 
rose to prominence in 
2009, when its use was 
noted in light of a contro¬ 
versy over Conservative 
MPs posing with giant, 
mock government 
cheques bearing the party 
logo and MPs’ signatures. 
The mock cheques were 
consigned to the dust bin, 
and the “Harper Govern¬ 
ment” handle went into 
partial hibernation. 

Since December, the 
“Harper Government” has 
returned with a 
vengeance, sprouting like 


mushrooms across depart¬ 
mental communications. 

The Prime Minister’s 
Office did not immediate¬ 
ly respond to a request for 
comment on why the new 
messaging has been 
implemented.

Thousands of sailors who 
once steered their yachts 
across the warm Indian 
Ocean are now rerouting, 
hiring replacement crews, 
packing their boats aboard 
cargo ships and contracting 
armed guards, or can¬ 
celling their dream voyages 
altogether. 

With Somali pirates seiz¬ 
ing vessels and killing 
hostages in an area as vast 
as the continental United 
States, boatyards, restau¬ 
rants and other establish¬ 


ments among the yachters’ 
routes have seen business 
fall — their customer base 
scared off. 

Somali pirates killed 
four American yachters last 
month and kidnapped a 
Danish family aboard their 
43-foot sailboat last week. 
A South African couple tak¬ 
en off their sailboat in Oc¬ 
tober are still being held. 

Yachts tiying to sail 
from Asia to Europe 
through the Suez Canal 
face tough choices. They 
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can’t sail in the other direc¬ 
tion because the winds 
aren’t right. Bigger yachts 
can go around the south¬ 
ern tip of Africa, but the 
Cape of Good Hope is noto¬ 
rious for storms and ship¬ 
wrecks.

BP is blocking bonuses to 
executives who oversaw op¬ 
erations in the Gulf of Mexi¬ 
co during last year’s 
disastrous well blowout, in¬ 
cluding former CEO Tony 
Ha 5 Avard and former pro¬ 
duction head Andy Inglis. 

The London-based oil 
company’s annual report al¬ 
so revealed Thursday that 
new CEO Bob Dudley decid¬ 
ed to forgo his 2010 bonus. 

BP PLC said the board’s 
remuneration decisions for 
2010 were dominated by 
the scale and impact of the 
Gulf spill, which began 
with the April 20 explosion 
on the Deepwater Horizon 
rig that killed 11 workers 


and led to the worst oil spill 
in U.S. histoiy. 

BP is still dealing with 
the fallout of the blast, 
which caused more than 
200-million barrels of oil to 
gush from the busted rig be¬ 
fore it was capped in mid- 
July. The company faces 
massive fines in the United 
States and a raft of compen¬ 
sation cases. 

Dudley, who said it was a 
“painful year,” was the only 
executive director to re¬ 
ceive a salaiy increase, tak¬ 
ing his base earnings to 
$1.18 million US from 
$750,000 on his promotion 
to CEO in October. He will 
get no pay increase this

year, but is eligible for 
shares worth about $4.6 
million based on the com¬ 
pany’s performance over 
the next couple of years.

Sheril Kirshenbaum, a re¬ 
searcher at the University 
of Texas at Austin, has 
compiled a motherlode of 
fragmented studies and 
observations from histori¬ 
ans and sociologists, brain 
experts and animal-watch¬ 
ers in a surprisingly slim 
and definitely curious new 
book. The Science of Kiss¬ 
ing: What Our Lips Are 
Telling Us. 

Her conclusion? Incon¬ 
clusive. The act of “oscula¬ 
tion” — in technical 
parlance — is ingrained in 
more than 90 per cent of 
cultures around the world. 
If they don’t place lips on 
lips — or lips elsewhere — 
they lick or nibble with 
the same goals in mind. 


If we could unravel its 
origins, Kirshenbaum sur¬ 
mises, we could unlock a 
trove of evolutionary and 
physiological mysteries 
that might cariy the kiss 
from merely interesting to 
incredibly valuable. 

Scientists can’t decide 
whether kissing is instinc¬ 
tual (newborns pucker for 
their first taste of moth¬ 
er’s milk), cultural 


(learned, that is, for joy or 
survival) or deeper still (in¬ 
grained in our veiy DNA) 
— or all of the above. 

The German language 
alone has 30 words for 
kissing, including one,

MCTRQ WORLD 

Michelle Rodriguez is no 
stranger to roles that put 
her in uniform, thanks to 
a tough girl image she’s 
developed — and accepted 
— thanks to roles in Girl- 
fight, The Fast and the Fu¬ 
rious and Lost. In her 
latest. Battle: Los Angeles, 
Rodriguez goes full mili¬ 
tary as an Air Force tech 
sergeant trying to stop an 
alien invasion. Metro 
spoke with Rodriguez 
about being a tomboy, 
breaking character on set 
and her rather detailed 
thoughts on aliens. 

What was it about this film 
that made you want to do it? 

(Director) Jonathan 
(Liebesman)’s style. You 


read a script and you 
think, “OK, this is a doable 
script. It’s a cool alien inva¬ 
sion flick.” The other 50 
per cent of what’s going to 
yay or nay it for me is what 
the aliens look like and 
how you’re going to shoot 
it. Most of the time if you 
see an alien invasion film 
and it’s titled Battle: Los 
Angeles, you would just 
imagine the Hollywood 
sign being blown up. You 
imagine iconic, macTocos- 
mic images of explosions, 
and nothing personal or 
intimate. And what attract¬ 
ed me to the film is that 1 
felt it was going to be 
about the story of these 
guys and trying to survive, 
and it would be intimate. 

Was it hard to find your place 
among all the guys? 

No, I’m kind of used to 
it now. The tomboy thing 





is pretty much my world. 
It was easy. We were play¬ 
ing video games in be¬ 
tween takes, chilling. I 
actually got a little bit too 
close with the boys. Those 
protein shakes, you know, 
can make you talk without 
opening your mouth, let’s 
put it that way. Not cute. 

What’s guided your career 
choices? 

I don’t know. I have a 
hard time going against 
my gut. You know when 
you feel like you need to 
go left, and everyone 
around you saying you 
need to go right? I will go 
left, because it’s what my 


gut says. Most people I’ve 
encountered are not that 
type of person, so you run 
into a lot of problems be¬ 
ing a lefty when everyone 
wants to go right. I would¬ 
n’t be considered a tough 
chick if everybody were 
going left. I’m only consid¬ 
ered a tough chick because 
I’m going against the 
grain. 

Is it true that Aaron Eckhart 
stayed in character for the 
whole shoot? 

Yeah, I didn’t meet him 
until a couple of weeks 
ago. I met Sgt. Nantz. I 
know he hated having my 
ass on set. You hear some¬ 


body cackling as soon as 
they say, “Cut.” I’m totally 
breaking the concentra¬ 
tion. I’m over here laugh¬ 
ing my ass off every five 
seconds. Yeah, I’m pretty 
annoying for tactical ac¬ 
tors. You know, guys who 
do that thing. 

Do you believe in aliens and 
UFOs? 

I’ve never seen one. I do 
believe in the possibility of 
them, just because we can 
only perceive four per cent 
of existence, the other 96 
per cent is a mystery. I just 
have to be open to the 
idea, you know? I can’t 
close my mind to it. It just 


wouldn’t be logical to me. 
And if they did exist, I 
don’t believe they would 
be violent just because to 
travel light years away, you 
would have to embody 
more light than be a solid, 
ciystaUzed creature like 
humans are. I just can’t 
imagine them being vio¬ 
lent in any way. shape or 
form. I find that to be more 
of a human trait because 
we decay and we’re more 
close to life and death than 
1 think light creatures 
would be. You know? I 
think if you were an inter- 
dimensional creature, you 
would just have to be en¬ 
lightened in some way.

as a sweet-and-salty treat. 

Now, having licked that 
challenge, Fallon is looking 
ahead to a new year he en¬ 
visions as even sweeter 
than before. 

He says Late Night plans 
another round of its show- 
within-a-show. The Real 
Housewives of Late Night, 
and a new comedy feature: 
Jersey Floor. 

“You push a button in 
the elevator,” explained 
Fallon, “and when you get 
off on that floor, you’re Jer- 
sey-fied: You’re tanned, you 
have a blow-out and there’s 
a nightclub atmosphere.”

America’s favourite sport is 
still in business — for 
another day. 

The NFL and the players’ 
union agreed Thursday to a 
24-hour extension of the 
current collective bargain¬ 
ing agreement so that ne¬ 
gotiations can continue, 

Indianapolis Colts 
centre Jeff Saturday, a 
member of the NFL Players 
Association’s executive 
committee, told The Asso¬ 
ciated Press about the 
extension after the sides 
met for about eight hours 
before a federal mediator. 
The CBA was set to expire 
on Friday, which would 
likely have prompted the 
first work stoppage since 
1987 for a league that rakes 
in $9 billion US a year. 

“We just know right 
now that we granted a 24- 
hour extension,” Saturday 
said as he and Steelers 
quarterback Charlie Batch 
left the session. 

Union executive director 
DeMaurice Smith emerged 
from the talks soon after. 

“For all our fans who dig 
our game, we appreciate 
your patience as we work 
through this," he said. “We 
are going to keep working. 
We want to play football.” 

Failing to make a deal 
could put the two sides on 
the road to a year without 
football, even though open¬ 
ing kickoff of the 2011 sea¬ 
son is still six months 
away. The labour unrest 
comes as the NR is at the 
height of its popularity, 
breaking records for TV rat¬ 
ings: This year’s Super 
Bowl was the most- 
watched program in U.S. 
history. 

Without a new CBA. the 
owners could lock out the 
players and the union 
could decertify to try and 
prevent that through the 
courts — something tlie 
NFLPAdidinl989. It 
formed again in 1993.

WE’RE GROWING UP 



For Canada these are halcyon days. 

G one is the stereotypical notion that we are a 
country of hockey players and curlers ... end 
of story. Consider the exploits of Milos Raonic 
on the tennis courts, Joey Votto, one of Major 
League Baseball’s most valuable performers, 
or the timeless Steve Nash of basketball fame. 

Three recent happenings, however, constitute a 
revelation in terms of how Canada is regarded as a 
maturing sporting nation. 

The first is Erik Guay’s downhill victory at last 
month’s alpine skiing world championships in 
Germany. 

Guay’s win was surprising given his performance 
this season. But his triumph was not unforeseen or a 
fluke based on his past record. 

He is, after all, a Crystal Globe winner as the World 
Cup super-G champion and at the Olympics missed 


two gold medals by a whisker. Also, the man Guay 
succeeded as world champion is another Canadian, 
namely John Kucera. 

Next is the historic gold-medal victory by the cross¬ 
country sprint relay team of Devon Kershaw and Alex 
Harvey at the Nordic world championships in Oslo, 
Norway. 

Again, it was not — repeat NOT — a surprise. 

Kershaw had won four medals at the earlier Tour de 
Ski and along with Harvey combined for a close 
fourth-place finish at the Olympics in Whistler in this 
very event. 

But the breakthrough is real because, for the very 
first time, it puts Canadian men on top in one of the 
world’s most contested winter sports. 

Nordic skiing pre-dates alpine skiing in Olympic 
history and the competitive field of play is ultra-deep. 

Finally, news that Canada will host the 2015 FIFA 
Women’s World Cup is groundbreaking. 

It matters not that Canada is the only country to go 
the distance in the bid process. 

What does count is there are more than 375,000 
registered, female soccer players in this country, near¬ 
ly an even split with males. That compares with 
about 85,000 women who play hockey. 

Soccer has more formal participants than any other 
sport in Canada and it’s not even close. 

All of which means the chance for Canada to host 
the world and continue the effort to discover gender 
equality in high-performance sport is both exciting 
and commendable. 

These are great days for Canada. 

In terms of sport, the country is becoming a 
leading citizen in a much wider world of human 
endeavour.
